SIR, 
HEN I firit undertook the guardian- 
fhip of the conititution of this ftate 
and the faperintendency of ali aé¢ts of. the 
legiflature in the character of a Public Cen- 


‘for, I expreffed my wihes that my teevie 


addretles and poor abilities, notwi:hitand- 
ing the farcafm and burlefque of the cous of 
foprifry, might raife up ome abler pea to 
explain the principles of democracy, ani 
vindicate the rights af the freeman. I am 
pieafed to find my withes aceomplithed, and 
return you iy humble thanks for your aoble 
eflay in vour laft number. You have fully 
difplayed the glorious privileges and happy 
adminiftration of our prefent conititucian. 
Yet you will give me leave to furnith a few 
hints in my weax maaner, and with my 
ufual modety, concerning fome aiteratio.. 
that may be requiiste to complete the plan 
of a pert & democracy. 
The fundamental principles of a pure de- 
mocracyv are tacie: 

I. That all men are egaal, not oly in 
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| quifite acc-mplifhments for fuftaining any 
office in the legiflative and executive de- 
‘ partie its. 

fi. That all power is dangerous, and 

ought never to be truited in the hands of any 
erion, without fuficient checks to render 
cin incapable of exerting it. 

If we apply thefe principles to our pre- 
fent conflitution, we fhall diicern many de- 
fects, and great roo for fuiure improve- 
ment. 

Though we have provided confiderable 
checks ter that power whichis delegated to 
the officers of government, no check has 
yet been devifed on that power which yet 
remains in the people. 

I mean the power of electing all the offi- 
cers of the ftaes, which is the higheft power 
in the goverment, and has the abjolate 
controul of the reit: yet, by fome unac- 
cauitable fatalitwy this pO@wer is exerted 
witout any check or controul, and ever af- 
forded opportunity to ambitious and defign- 
ing men to obtain the votes o' the freemen, 
and coutinue in office for many years or du- 
ring the whole period of their lives, to the 
total exclusion of the reftof the community, 
who were equally qualified for the trutt.— 
Such a coatinuance in office gives them op- 
portunity for perfecting their deftruétive 
plans for the dilotuticn of government, and 

ttords full proof that the freemen ought not 

to be expoied to their artifices, or entrufted 
with the wolimited right of electing and re- 
electing the jame man during their pleature. 
‘Tais deteé& has been long feen by our wi- 
feit patriots, and many pians devifed for 
coatrouling this dangerous power. It has 
been propofed that no man fhould be Gover- 
nor or cu enant-Governor more than one 
year in his life, Affiiftant more than two 
years, or Reprefentative more than three 
ycars together: or in a word, that whoever 

| had been once choiea to any office, fhould 
be rendered forever after ineligible. But 
theie are only partial remedies, and would 


not correct the origin of the dilorder. 











From my firt pofition it will evidently ap- 


ear, that ja a perfect democracy, all oihces 
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of further checks to prevent the ill ufe of 
their power. 

d know it has been ebjected by the ambi- 
tious advocates for Ariftocracy, that offices 
fhould be filled by men of the firt abilities 
who are jaoit properly qualified to difcharge 
them, ard t men who have held any 
offices for (ome time, are better acquainted 
with the nature of the truft, and more capa- 
ble of difcharging its duties, than thofe who 
are wholly untkilled in the bufinefs. But 
our danger arifes from this very fource.— 
Men who can do good, can alfo do hurt, 
and power with abilities is never to be truit- 
ed. I hall, therefore, with the utmof 
diffidence, propofe to the freemen of this 
ftate the following plan of a pereeh demm 
cracy, in which all power fhall be fufficiem- 
ly checked, the due rotation of offices am- 
ply provided for, and the juft ideas of mo- 
dern patriots completely carried into exe- 
cution. 

I. Inorder to eradicate the dargerous 
influence of large amd extenfive corporati- 
ons, I propofe that Twenty-Two new ccun- 
ties be immediately made, as many new 
towns as fhail make the number of Two hun- 
dred in the who-e, and Ninety Five new 
Cities incorporated, and that a new ftate 
feal be immediately ftruck at the capper 
mint whofe device fhall be, The Genius of 
Connecticut repréjented inthe bebit Sf a fee 
male native, and employed ix mai: z 
brcom, with the Hon. * * * e+e 
attencing as her jon, and biyy in dividing ile 
[pliniers, 

it. That the Governor of the fate be 
chofen in :otation throughout the two hyn- 
dred towns, beginning at the esfxsumeh 
town in the ftate, and annual!y proceeding 
weitward, according to the watura! end uia- 
al progres oi empire ; and the next Licute- 
nant Governor in the Weiternmoft town, 
and to proceed annuaily in a contiary diiec- 
ton; and that one -ffiffant be annua ly 
cholen in each of the tiurty counties, in a 
fimilar rotation through each town in fuch 
county. 

Hil. That the Civil Authority, Sele- 


men, Conitables, and Grand Jury of each 
town fhall annually meet, and clode 
PTweaty of their able, judicious. freclotd- 
crs, worth Fuffy Sh lines lawlul meney 
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enfaing, and shall enroll the refidue of 
their Freemea as Candidates for the Repre- 
fentatives of the rown that year; and jhall 
pat the names of the perfois in faid nomin- 
ation, and of faid candidates, fairly writ- 
ten, into two boxes, to be lodged in the 
hands of the town clerk, in manner as is by 
law provided for the election of oar Su- 
preme Judges, the Jurymen of the flate. 
IV. That one month previous to the 
feffion of the General Afiembly in May, 
she Secretary of the ftate fhall annually iflue 
his warrant, dire@ed to the conftable of 
the town to which the choice fha!l appertain, 
commanding them out of their nomunation- 
box to draft a governor for the year enfuing ; 
and asa fuitable check on the power of the 
fupreme magiftrate, fach Governor, when 
duly drafted in the prefence of the town- 
clerk, fhall immediately be taken into the 
care of the feleétmen of faid town, who fhall 
appoint an overfeer to advife, dire&t, and 
erder fuch Governor in the management of 
his public bufinefs ; and the county court of 
that county wherein fuch Governor dwells, 
fhall be empowered, oa proper application, 
further to appoint a confervator over faid 
GOVERNOR, inthe fame manner as is 
by !aw already provided for other impotent 
And the Lieutenant 


thali be drafted in the fame manner, and 
fubjedted to the fame checks and difabilities ; 
and the fame man fhall never be twice draf- 
ted to any office. 

V. ‘To introduce that entire equality of 
peoperty neceflary in a perfect democracy, 
{ have fometimes thought of propofing an 
Agrarian Law, prefcribing an annual divi- 
fion of the property of the {tate in equal pro- 
portion among the inhabitants: but confi- 
dering fome difficulties in the execution of 
that plan, I prefer the following fcheme as 
4 proper equivalent. As in a government 
perfectly free no man ought to be compel- 
led to any aét contrary to his own inclinati- 
on, and infringing on the freedom of his 
ewn will, I meta | that no fubject be here- 
after fued or profecuted for debt, damage, 
or crime, without his confent.——— 
That Two Hundred Thoufand Pousds in 
paper currency be immediately emitted, 
and funds provided for the paymentof the 
fam, with ufual good faith and punctuality, 
and that fuch paper money and all other pro- 
perty be a legal tender in all cafes of debt 
or damage, fine or penalty. 

The length of this eflay prevents the com- 
pletion of my defign. Should you receive 
this poor and feeble attempt wath that hig! 
approbation which its extraordinary merit 
muft undoubtedly command, 'I fhall proba- 
bly fend you fome farther hints on the fub- 
jo.

A S every reader is poffeffed of a ftrong 
curiofity to. know the character, and 
tircumftances, of the author he reads, | 
fhall exhibit my friendfhip to my readers 
by an immediate attempt to gratify this 
curiofity. 

I was born in the year 1748, in an in- 
land town ofthis ftate. From its exaét con- 
formity to a defeription in Mudibras, I 
thould conjecture it was the very place, the 
auther of that poem had inhiseye, when he 
oblerves ——_»— 

In the Weftern Clime there is a Town, 

To thofe that dwell thercin, well known ; 

Therefore there needs no more be faid 

[here, 

We unto them refer our reader. 

The circumitances of my birth were, as 
far as Tcan learn, in no reipeéts different 
from thofe of infants in general. Neither 
owls, nor eagles, betokened my future 
greatnefs by perching, or hooting: nor 
have | the leaft reafon to: helieve, that my 
father experienced more lively emotions of 
pleafure, upon the news of my arrival in 
hia family, than are commonly experienced 
upon fuch oceafions. Nothing fingularly 
brilliant marked the dawn of my reaion. I 
could neither fpeak, nor walk, foover than 
is ufual; nor was I lefs indebted than other 
infants, tothe proteétion of thofeearly guar- 
dians, the flanding-ftool, and the go cart. 

The firft thing, by which my charaGer 
was diftinguifhed, as my grandmother has 
long fince informed me, was that good na- 
ture, which ufually fixes upon children the 
ftigma of wanting common fenfe. I always 
gave up my top to my brother, when he cri- 
ed for 1t; and frequently imparted my gin- 
gerbread to my fifter, becaufe the had eaten 
hers, and leoked forry. 

«* O the fool!” exclaimed my mother, 
upon feeing me fo tamely yield up the fa- 
vorite objeéts of infantine defire I 
fear, faid my father, al! isnot as it fhould 
be, with poor James——Little did cither 
of them then think that I fhould one day be- 
come a great man, commence author, and 
have my name printed in a news-paper. 

But my grandmother, who was a perfon 
of piety, was nota little pleafed with thefe 
appearances of benevolence, in one fo near- 
ly connected with her. fhe often preffed 
me toher bofom, uttered over me ail the 
epithets of tendernefs, andtoid me, I was a 
dear littic Foon; deriving the name from 
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her favorite apoftle, who, it is weil known, 
excelled in the amiable attribute the fo 
mach praifed and practifed. As the often 
repeated this name; at the fight of fome eff- 
ufion of my benevolence, I foon became dif- 
tingaifhed by it, in the family, and through 
the neighbourhood; and when I had arri- 
ved at the age of mine years, was {careely 
known by any other. ey 

The opinion which my parents entertain - 
ed of my underftanding, was not confined to 
the family. I was confidered, as, a poor, 
weak child, by every body befide my 
grandmother, and the {choolmafler, whofe 
praife I never failed to acquire, by excelling 
all my companions in the eafe and exactneis 
with which I periormed the tak affignedme. 
My uncommon progrefs in the acquifition 
of knowledge at fehool, which, it will be 
eaiily fuppofed, the Maiter took proper 
care to communicate to my parents, Wasat- 
tributed to the extraordinary memory, ufu- 
ally believed to accompany feeble intellects. 
The charaéter, I had gained at home, was 
rivetted by my conduct at {chool. I rarely 
joined with the fchool boys in their fports, 
becaufe fome of them appeared to me too in- 
fignificant, and others too cruel. While 
my companions were making mud puddings, 
or digging ovens in the fand, 1 was peru- 
jing the curious itructure of a flower, or ga- 
zing at the ky, and wondering who lived 
beyond it. I often vexed them while pel- 
ting the frogs in a neighbouring pood, by 
rehearfing the fable of iop, on a fimilar 
occalion ; and by frightening the butterflies, 
while they were reaching out their waift- 
coats to deftroy them. But I ealily regain- 
ed their good will, and my own iofignifi- 
cance, by imparting to them the oranges, 
which daily rewarded my diligence. 

As I increafed in years and in fize, diff- 
erent opinions began to be formed of my 
chara@ter, and deftination. I totally thun- 
ned the diverfions, which engrofied the at- 
tention of my fellows. Birdnefting gave me 


|, the higheft tenfations of pain, when I faw 


to what diftrets the parent bird was reduced 
by the lofs of her eggs, or the plunder of her 
young. When the training of the militia 
affembled upon the parade all the boys of 
the ichool, | was employed in ruminating, 
with no fmall terror, on the dangers, which 
threatened the limbs and hives of the multi- 
tude ; and in finking under a fenfe of the 
bratif{n, towhich drunkennefs would red- 
uce many of them before the clofe of the 
evening. Ahorfe race | abherredasa gam- 
bting match, concerted by tharpers, who, 
with fecurity, would nave robbed on the 
highway ; andlamented, with anguifh, the 
loisof comfort to the numerous families -of 
the {pectators, in the idle nefs, profufion, 
and immorality, created by this fordid am- 
ulement. I hated cards, and dice, for the 
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uniform meannefs of the human chara¢ter 
which I faw them produce; and defpifed 
them, becaufe of the fupreme infignificance 
of an honelt player. 1 could not fwear, 
becaufe 1 loathed co offead my Maker; and 
becauie I was unwilling to be excelled in 
any practice which I called my own, by 
tars and thoe-blacks. ‘The peculiarity of 
my conduct gained me many titles of dift- 
inction ; and Littlejohn was, in different 
mouths, a ftrange boy——a youth of no 
life-———-a coward———aad a fimpleton, 

Inthe mean time, | was not withuut my 
pleafures. Every produttion of nature gave 
me peculiar fatistaction ; and every occur- 
rence of happinefs expanded my bofom with 
joy. ‘The cheartul, the beautiful, the {o- 
lemn, and the fublime, varied my fenfati- 
ons with a delightful feries of agitation. 
In flowers, I traced a pencil, to which I 
believed Titian was a dauber; and in ma- 
ry a heman form, an elegance of mould- 
iag, towhich I convinced myfelf the author 
of the Venus de Medicis was but a carver 
of radifhes. A folemn dignity {welled all 
my feelings, beneath the wild grandeur of 
the rude, and Jofty mountain. From the 
fammit of that mountain, I beheld. with 
traniport the majeftic diverfities of ‘infinite 
workmanthip ; and anticipated, with ecfta- 
tic vifion, the period, when a with would 
waft me to adiftant world, more eafily than 
[ beheld the eagles iail from one fummit to 
arfother. 

Asi was literally “* good for nothing to 
work,’’? my father fent me toa neighbour- 
ing college, to fee if he could make any 
thing of me. The original caft of nature 
is urve&ttible. Amidit all my father’s with- 
es, and my tutor’s laborious efforts, I was 
itill Littlejoha. To money I was totally 
indiffere “> of my book was highly én- 
amoured! effed, as my father empha- 
tically remarked to my tutor, of an extra- 
ordinary memOry, | eafily became a fcholar, 
and by diligence and obfequioufnefs, foon 
gained a place in my tutor’s affections. 
Often did he commend me in fuch terms, 
as proved hisearneft with, that nature had 
done more for me ; nor could he eafily con- 
seive how a perfon poffefled of fo much abi- 
lity to learn, fhould at the fame time poifefs 
fo little fenfe. My fellow ftudents loved, 
and laughed atme; fome of them thought 
me a great genius, and fome of them 
thought me a blockhead: but all agreed 
that I was a ftrange creature. 

After 1 quitted my academical life, I ap- 
plied myfelfto the ftudy of healing. Ihave 
often thought it owing to meer misfortune, 
¢ 
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medicines, with which I hoped to produce 
it; and in the indulgence of a compaffionate 
diipofition to the poor of the vicinity, I was 
often neceflitated to tell my cultomers, that 
I would vifit the fick, as foon as my neigh- 
bour Frott returned from the mill, From 
thefe circumftances was derived a proverbi- 
al remark, in the town where I lived, 
that Dr. Littlejohn was always too late. 

While I was defpairing of either charac- 
ter, or practice in my profeflion, my fa- 
ther’s death furnifhed me with a competent 
finecure, and determined me to quit every 
kind of bufinefs. In the execution of this 
defign, I became a meer, but not a cool 
fpectator of human life; and, feparated 
from every perfonal concern, foon made the 
bufinefs of all others my own. I was not 
indeed manager, or meddler ; but I earneft- 
ly wifhed the happinefs of my fellow men ; 
and, to promote it, cheerfully tendered my 
advice and affiftance. 

A charaéter like this will ever be €xpofed 
to adventures. Moft of thofe, I met with, 
were more entertaining to my companions 
than to myfelf. The firftof April was al- 
ways a merry-making at my expence; and 
no {mall number of facrifices did I annually 
offer at the fhrine of the faint, to whom that 
feftival is dedicated. To the wits, and the 
blockheads, my miftakes furnifhed equal di- 
verfion ; and the fize of fix feet and three 
inches, towhich I arrived at fifteen, while 
it fixed upon me, beyord recall, the name 
of my childhood, added not a little to the 
{port of innumerable fuccefsful rogueries 
by which I was daily a fufferer. 

The well known cuftom ofafking a ftran- 
ger his name, in various parts of New-En- 
gland, has farnifhed me with numereus ad- 
ventures. ‘Thosgh it frequently fubjeéts 
mie to no: a little impertinence, I commu- 
nicate my name, with the utmeft readinefs, 
to everyenguirer. Not long fince, after I 
had paifed fevera! hundred yards by a houfe 
in the interior country, 1 was fummoned 
back by the owner, with no fmaill vocifera- 
tion. As I approached him, he very 
gravely and authoritatively aked me my 
name. ‘* Littlejohn, Sir.” ** Littlejohn? 
are you a coufin of jofeph Littlejohn of 
this town?’? ** Not that I know, fir.” 
rejoined I. ** Well, fir,”? anfwered he, 
‘* you may go on then, that was what I 
wifhed toknow, when I hailed you.” 
From a warm temper, the man might have 
received a caning ; I very quietly turned 
my horfe, and wes nota little pleafed with 
the fatisfa€tion, the ftranger enjoyed in fo 
interefting a difcovery. 

A fimilar difpofition induced me to over- 
come my natural modefly, and appear at 
the head of this paper. Befide the hopes, I 
entertain, of adding to the flock of human 
inowledge, 1 have no fmall expeétation of 
furniihing the tea-table with a fubje&t of 
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convenient chit chat; of affifting children 
in learning to read ; of aiding the {moaker 
to light his Pipe, and his wite to bake her 
gingerbread. In my lucubrations, the itu- 
dent may find arguments heis too lazy to 
invent ; the retailer of private hiftory may 
make himfelf happy, in his pretended zc- 
quaintance with my real charaéter ; andthe 
magazine critic may exhibit his tafte, and 
indulge his good nature, in learned ftri@ture: 
on the file and fentiments of friend Little- 
john. 





Ax ESSAY on CRIMES anv PUN- 
ISHMENTS. 
By the Marquis Beccaria, of Milan . 


CHAP. XXVII. 
Of the Mildneft of Punifhments. 


HE courfe of my ideas has carried 
me away from my fubject, to the 
elucidation of which I now return. Crimes 
are more effectually prevented by the cer- 
tainty, than the jeverity of puanifhment. 
Hence in a magiftrate, the neceflity of vi- 
gilance, and ina judge, of implacability, 
which that it may become an ufeful virtue, 
fhould be joined toa mild legiflation. The 
certainty ofa fmall punifhment will make a 
ftronger impreffion, than the fear of a more 
fevere, if attended with the hopes of efcap- 
ing; for it is the nature of mankind to be 
terrified at the approach of the fmalleft in- 
evitable evil, whilftshope, the beft gift of 
heaven, hath the power of difpelling the ap- 
prehenfion of the greater; efpecially if fup- 
ported by examples Of impunity, which 
weaknefs, or avarice too frequently afford. 
IF punifhments be very fevere, men are 
naturally led to the perpetration of other 
crimes, to avoid the punifhments due to the 
firft. ‘Fhe countries and times moft notori- 
ous for the feverity of punifhments, were 
always thofe in which the moft bloody and 
inhuman actions and the moft atrocious 
crimes were committed; for the hand of 
the legiflator and affaffin were direéted by 
the fame fpirit of ferocity; which, on the 
throne, dictated laws of iron to flaves and 
favages, and in private infligated the fub- 
je&t to facrifice one tyrant to make room for 
another. 

IN proportion as punifiments become 
more crue], the minds of men, asa fizid 
rifes to the fame height with that which for- 
rounds it, grow hardened and infenfible ; and 
the force of the paifions ftill continuing, 
in the {pace of an hundred years, the wheel 
terrifies no more than formerly the frifn. 
That a punifhment may produce thhe effect 
required, if is fuilicientthat the ew it oc- 
calions should exceed the good expetted 
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from the crime; inclading ia the calculati- 
on the certainty of the puniithment, and the 
privation of the expected advantage. All 
jeverity beyond this, is fuperfluows, and 
the efore tyrannical, 

MEN regulate their conduct by the re- 
peated imprefiions of evils they know, and 
not by tage with which they are unacquaiat- 
ed. Let us, for example, fuppofe two nati- 
ons, in one of which the greatett punifhment 
is, perpeteal Savery, and in the other, rhe 
ewheel. I fay, that both will inipire the 
fame depree of terror; and that there can 
be no reaiocs for encreafing the punifhments 
of the firit, which are not eguaily valid for 
augmenting thofe of the fecond, to more 
lating and more ingenious modes of tor- 
renticg; and foonto the mof exquiiite 
refnemeats of-a tcience too weil known te 
tyrants. 

THERE are yet two other confequences 
of cruel punifhments, which counter-a the 
pwrpofe of their inititution, which was, to 
prevent crimes. The if arifes trom the 
impoflibility of eftablifhing an exact propor- 
tioa between the crime and punithmén, for 
thouga ingenious cruelty hath greatly mul- 
tiplied the variety of torments, yet the hu- 
man frame can fuer only a certain degree 
beyond which it is impoflible to proceed, be 
the enormity of the crime ever {0 great. 
"The jecoxd confequence is, impunity. Hu- 
man nature is limited no lefs in evil than 
in good. Exceffive barbarity can never be 
rjore than temporary ; it being impoffible 
that it fhould berfupported by a permanent 
fy item of legiflation ; for if the laws be teo 
cruel they muft be altered or anarchy and 
impunity will fucceed. 

IS it poflible, witheut fhudderiag with 
horrer, to readin hiXory of the baxbarous 
and ufeleis tormeats that were coolly invent- 
ed by mea who were called fages? Who 
does nottrembie at the thoughts of thou- 
fands of wretches, whom their milery either 
cawed or tolerated by the laws, which fa- 
vour.d the few and outra_ed the many, had 
forced in, defpair to return to a flate of na- 
ture ; 0; accuied of impoflible crimes, the 

fabric of ignorance and faperitition; or 
guilty only of having been faithful to their 
qwn principles; who, I fay, can withoat 
horror, think of their being torn to pieces 
with flow and ftudied barbarity, by men 
endowed with the fame paffions and the 
fame feelings? Adelightfel{peftacle tothe 
fanatic multitude ! 


CHAP, XXVIII... 


Of the Punitment of Death. 


THE ovfcle’s profufion of punifhments, 
which has never made men better, induces 


me to enquire whether the punifiment of 


b na really tot or ufefal.in a well-cover- 
avath Oe really juk or ufef ana weil-gover 





ned flate? What rizét, { afk, have men 
to cut che throats of their fellow-creatures? 
Certainiy not thaton which the lovereignty 
and Jaws are founded. ‘The laws, as 1 nave 
faid before, are daly the fum of the fmalleit 
portions of the private liberty of cach indivi- 
dual. Didany one ever give to others the 
right of taking away his own lie? Is it pol- 
fible, in the {mallet portions of wie liberty of 
eaca, facrificed to the goou of the pub'ic, 
cana, contain tae greatelt of al: good, 
lite? Af it were fo, how fha!l it be recon- 
ciled to the maxim which tells us, that no 
man has a right to kil] wimieli? Wuich he 
certainly mutt have, af he could give it a- 
way to another. 

BUT the punifkment of death is not*au- 
thorifed by any right; fer I have demoa- 
itrated that no iuch rightexiits. It is there- 
fore a war of the whole nation againit one 
citizen, whofe deftrutiion they confider as 
neceilary, or uleful to the general good. 
But if Ll can farther demoniflraie, that it is 
neither neceilary nor ufetul, 1 fhall have 
gained the cauie of humanity. 

THE death of a citizen cannot be necef- 
fary, but in one cafe. When, though de- 
prived of his liberty, he has {uch power and 
connexions as may endanger the ieeurity of 
the nation; when his exiftence may produce 
a dangerous revolution in the ellablifhed 
form of government. But even in this caile, 
it can only be neceflary, when a nation is 
on the verge of recovering or lofing its 
liberty; or in times of abfolute anarchy, 
when the diforders themfelves hold the place 
of laws, But ina reign of tranquility ; in 
a form of government approved by the unit- 
ed withes of the nation; in a ftate well for- 
tified from enemies without, and iupported 
by ftrength within, and opinion, perhaps 
more ethcacions ; where all power is lodged 
in the bands of the true fovereign ; where 
riches can purchafe pleafmres and nor au- 
thority, there can be no neceifity tor taking 
away the life of a fubject. 

IF the experience of ail ages be not faf- 
ficient to prove. that the punifhment of 
death has never prevented determined men 
from injuring focrety 5, f the example o! tie 
Romans; if the twenty years reign of Eli- 
zabeth, emprefs of Ruflia, in which the 
gave the fathers of theic country an example 
more illuftrious than many. conguetls bought 
with blood; if, I fay, this be not fufficient 
to perfuade mankind, who aiways fuiped 
the voice of reafon, and who chu'e rather to 
be led by authority, Ict as coniult human 
nature in proof of my aflertion. 

IT is not the itenfenefs of the pain that 
has the greateft effet on the mind, but its 
continuance ; for our fenfibility is more ea- 
fily and more powerfolly affected by weak 
but repeated impreffions, than by a vio ent 


but momentary impulfe. The power of 


habit is univerial over every fenfivie being, 
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As it is by that we learn to fpeak, to walk, 
and to fatisty our ueceffitics, fo the ideas of 
morality are {tamped on our minds by repeat 
ed impreiliens. 
aterrible but momentary fpedtacle, and 
therefore a leis efficacious method of deter- 
ring others, than the-coniinued example of a 
man ceprived of his liberty, condemned as 
a beaftor burthen, torepair, by his labour, 
the injury be has done to tociety. 
mii juch a crime, {ays the ipeGator vo himfelf, 
I foall be reduced to ioc: miserable conaition 
fer the ref? of ty hfe. 
ertul preventive than the fear of death, 
which men always behold wita diftaat obfcu- 
rity.

THE terrors of death make f flicht an 


impreflion, that ithas not force enough fo 
withftand the torgetfulnefs natural to man- 
kind, even in the mof effential things ;. 
eipeciaily when affifted by the paffions. 
Violent imprefiions furprize us, but their 
effe& is momentary; they are fit to produce 
thofe revolutions which 1uftantly transform 
a common man into a Lacedemonian or a 


Perfan; bot in a tree and quiet eovern 


ment they ought to be rather frequent than 
trong. 


THE execution of a criminal is, to the 
muititude, a fpeiacle, which in fome ex- 
cites compaffion mixed with indignation. 
Theie fentiments occupy the mind more 
than that falutary terror which the laws en- 
deavour to infpire; but in contemplation of 
continued fuffering, terror is the only or 
at leat the predominant fenfation. The 
feverity of a punifiment thouid be juft fuf- 
ficient to excite compaffion in the {pettators, 
as it is intended more for them than for the 
criminal. 

A PUNISHMENT, to be juft, fhould 
have only that degree of feverity which is 
fufficient to deter others. Now is there a 
man, who upon the leaft reflection, would 
put in competition the total and perpetual 
lofs of his liberty, with the greateft advan- 
tages he couid pofhibly obtain in confequence 
ofacrime. Perpetual flavery then, has in 
it all that is neceflary to deter the moft har- 
dened and determined, as mach as the pun- 
iihmentofdeath. Ifayithasmore ‘There 
are many who can Jook on death with intre- 
pidity and firmuefs; fome through fanati- 
cifm, and others through vanity, which at- 
tends us even tothe grave; others from a 
deiperate refolution, ebher to get rid of 
their milery, or ceafe to live: but fanati- 
ciim and vanity forfake the criminal in fla- 

very, in chains and fetters, in an iron 
esge ; aud defpair feems.rather the begin- 
ning than the end ot their miery. The 
mind, by coilecting itie/f acd uniting all 
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its force, can, for a moment repel! afailing 
grief; bat its moit vigorous efforts are in- 
jufficient to refit perpetual wretchednefs, 


IN ali nations, where death is ufed as 
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a punifhment, every example fuppofes a 
new crime committed. Whereas in per- 
petual flavery, every criminal affords a tie- 
quent and lafting example ; and if it be ne- 
ecffary that men fhould often be witnefles of 
the power of the laws, criminals thould of- 
ten be pet to death ; but this fuppotes a fre- 
quency of crimes ; and from heuce this pun- 
aifhment will ccafe to have its effet, fo 
that it rawit be ufeful and uleleis at the fame 
time. 

I SHALL be told, that pepcetaal flavery 
is as painful a punithment as death, and 
therefore as cruel. 1 aniwer, that if all 
the milerable moments in the lite o a flave 
were collected into one porat, it would be a 
more cruel punifhmenr fhan any other; 
but theic are icattered throug: hi whoie lite 
whilft the pain of death exerts all ats force 
ina moment. There isanother abfolute ad- 
vantage in the punifhment of favery, which 
is, that itis more terrible to the ipectator 
thaa to. the fufferer him@lf; for the ipecta- 
tor confiders the fum of ail his wretched mo- 
ments, whilft the fufferer, by the mifery of 
the prefent, is pievented from think- 
ing of the future. All evils are increaf- 
ect by the imaginations and the fufferer finds 
refources and confolations, of whish the 
fpectators are ignorant; who judge by their 
own fenfibiliry what paffes in a mind grown 
callous to misfortune.

Dec. 1. A letter from Morocco fays, 
‘* T have juft becn witnefs to one of the moft 
fhocking .{pectacies 1 ever beheld. ‘The 
Emperor has caufed near two hundred flaves 
belonging to his court to fuffer the mot cruel 
death in public, relative to fome irregulan- 
ties he difcovered in the feraglio. Going 
one evening (as is his ufual cuftom) to vifit 
his women, he obferved a hurry and con- 
fufjon, very uncommon in that place, and 
in a few minutes was furprifed by the ap- 
pearance of feveral men :—His rage at this 
fight cannot be defcribed, but he being un- 
attended, many fortunately made their ef- 
cape. The feraglio was immediately 
fearched, but nothing difcovered that could 
throw any farther light on this.affair,- and 
though the torture hias net been fpared, it 
has hitherto been ufed without fuccefs. I 
cannot learn what fate has attended the wo- 
men,_as every thing done within thefe wal!s 
is kept a profound fecret. _ It is fuppofed 
that a defign was formed by fome Europe- 
ans to carry off fevera] of the women, and 
had gained admittance by rich prefents to 
the Eunuchs, and this is the more probable 
as fome of them have been mifling ever 
fince. 

‘« The Emperor now conflantly appears in 
yellow, a colour by which he chufes to de- 
note that he has put off the qualities ofa man 
and affumed thofe of the moft favage brute: 
the fight of which makes thofe about him 
tremble in filent aprehenfions of immediate 
death, from his own hands, or thofe of his 
executioners. When I compare the fitua- 
tion of thefe poor people . with that of our 
own @puntyymen, I cannot help exclaiming, 
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O happy countrymen! whofe perfons are 
protected from every Oppreflion of power. 
Biefted country! where men are not fabject to 
become vittiins to a lawlefs tyrant’s rage, 
and where women, unreftrained by any bar- 
lsnrous cuftoms, enjoy with freedom all the 
rights of nature. Let not faction and diicord 
endanger the bleflings you now poffefs, bat 
let unanimity among yourfelves fecure them 
to apes yet to come.” 

Tourlday morning were executed 18 con- 
vidts one of whom was not more than 15 years 
old. 

Very near thirty years ago, a remarkable 
execution happened in Surry—One Gregory 
was hanged tor horfe-ftealing, and ‘at the 
fame time no lefs than 11 of bis own fons 
were hung by his fide, on the fame gallows, 
for repeated crimes of the fame nature; and 
and what is yet more fingular, one Cole- 
man, with his 5 fons were hanged on the 
fame gallows, at the tame moment, in all 
18 in number. 

Dec. 10. Yefterday an attorney filed 
a declaration in the king’s bench, that 
contained gooo fheets: The duty of which 
at fourpence per fheet, amounts to 15ol. 
and fix briefs were prepared for counfel, 
containing 400 fheets each, which at 3-4 
per thoet, amouats to gool. Thus 
the law expences. oa one fide only, asa 
preparation for trial, amount to more than 
550]. and the fum in queftion, that gave rife 
to the law-:ait, was a gambling piece of 
bufine* of no more than sool. 

On Friday morning a-horie belonging to 
a gentleman in Effex, ftarted from White- 
chapel to the eleven mile it »ne on the Rum- 
ford read, and back again, being 22 miles. 
Three confiderable bets depended on this oc- 
cafion :—-The frit, that he did not go zo 
miles within the hour; the fecond, that he 
did not go 21 miles in that period, and the 
third, tnat he did not complete 22 miles. 
The poor animal won the two former bets ; 
but had only two feconds to accomplifh the 
lait in, which he confequently lot. We 
are affured he died a few aours after.

*¢ All our late accounts from Woarfaw 
pretend that fome fudden commotion is rea- 
cy to take place in this unfortunate country. 
Ever fince the death of the late king Augu- 

flus in 1763, Poniatowski, his fuccefior has 
wern a crown ofthorns, His being patron. 
ized by the Empre(s of Ruffia, and his ac- 
quiefcing in ali the dema: ds made by the 
Court of Peter/burgh, have been long look- 
ed oa with ajealous eye by the old nobility, 
Many of whom Nave tarown themicives und- 
€sthe protection of the Grand Signior; a 
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proceeding equally impolitic and unnatural. 
It is this party who have been for fome 
years employed in forming confederacies a- 
gaint the king, Proteftants and Greek dif- 
fidents, and who will in a hort time proba- 
bly make Poland a fcene of milery, blood, 
and devattation. 

‘© One of the chiefs in the pre-confede- 
racy is of the ancient houfe of L ilk. 
He is faid tobe about 26 years of age, en- 
terprifing, learned, fagacious and valiant.

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anfwer from ithe Shawane’. ‘ify &7 
they have heen blinded and impoied up- 
on by pad pedple, that thev will give 
no more atttention to their flories, bat 
will collet their own. nation, with all 
others in their power, and will attend ns 
im-ediatcly. If they ave ferious, (as I 
think they are) we will be able to do 
bufinefs in a fhort time. There are here, 
about one hundred Delawares and Wyan- 
dots, who feem much interefted in forwar- 
ding the treaty.”
